Class C Liquor Licenses to Be Expunged 
From Liquor License Ordinance—Mer¬ 
chants" Ordinance to Be Changed 


The board of city trustees met in 
regular session at the city hall last 
Tuesday night, July 5th. 

Several applications for liquor li¬ 
censes were presented, it being the 
time for granting same for fiscal year 
commencing J uly 1st. 

Some of them were granted, and 
some were returned to applicants on 
account of minor errors. 

Upon motion of Trustee Healy, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee Hickey, all Class C 
licenses were rejected, and City Attor¬ 
ney Styles instructed to prepare an 
ordinance amending the liquor ordi¬ 
nance so as to expunge the Class C 
provision that permits the sale of 
liquor by grocery stores in quantities 
of not less than a pint. Hereafter 
grocery stores selling liquor will be 
required to take out a Class B or 
wholesale license, which permits the 
sale of liquor in quantities of not less 
than a quart, and the payment of $75 
per year instead of $50 provided for by 
the former Class C license. 

Trustee Hickey of the committee 
who prepared the advertising float 
which was in the parade oi Fourth of 
July at Redwood City, reported that 
the celebration was a great success, 
and the Bouth Ban Francisco adver¬ 
tising float attracted considerable at¬ 
tention. 

Citizen E. YV. Uangenbach, also a 
member of the committee, spoke in 
ttye same strain. 

President McBweeney reported that 
the Southern Pacific Company in¬ 
tended during the next few months 
to build a large freight depot at the 
station in this city and desired the of¬ 
ficial street line of the easterly side of 
Division street facing its depot prop¬ 
erty. 

The official street survey of Division 
street has been made and furnished to 
the company. 

Citizen Veit was given permission to 
remove two eucalyptus trees in the 
alley back of his residence, provided 
he replaces them with a different va¬ 
riety of trees and takes care of them. 

Several claims against the city were 
received and ordered referred to the 
finance committee.

The proposition introduced at 
the meeting of the city trustees 
last Monday evening requiring the 
factories to pay a special license | 
tax for a permit to do business 
caused some discussion, in the 
course of which it appeared that 
the proposition is favored by a 
majority of the board. 

This is not a new question in 
this town. This license was pro¬ 
posed, discussed and rejected when 
municipal government was organ 
i/.ed. The supporters of the li 
cense proposition contended that 
the question of requiting the 
manufacturing industries of this 
city to pay a license tax was the 
predominant issue in the last mu¬ 
nicipal election, and that the city 
trustees are bound to obey the 
mandate of tin* electors. 

Every citizen understands that 
no such issue was raised in any 
general wav at tin- recent munici- 
pal election, and everyone knows 
that no particular issue was made 
at all prominent at said election. 
The contest was a purely personal 
one from start to linish. It may 
be that this candidate or that as¬ 
pirant declared for or against this 
or another local question, but no 
set of candidates, no club, no 
nominating combine, set up, or 
published any platform or pledges 
of any kind. These facts known 
to all our citizens settles the afore¬ 
said contention. The proposed or¬ 
dinance is also defended upon the 
ground of equal taxation. The 
advocates of this ordinance evi¬ 
dently have a very vague idea as 
to the meaning of the phrase, 
“equal taxation.” 

The term in its general sense ap¬ 
plies to the taxes on property, 
whether real or personal, it fol¬ 
lows, of course, that such tax 
should be uniform and equal. As 
a matter of fact even the property 
tax does not fully comply with 
this equitable rule, for the reason 
that tax assessors often fail to 
make equitable and just valua¬ 
tions. 

The property tax and the license 
tax aye unlike in principle and 
every other way. 

Property tax under law must 
be uniform ami equal. The license 
is discriminative. On certain 
classes of business it is high, on 
others very low, on others there is 
no tax.^ This latter tax is not im¬ 
posed on principle, but as an ex¬ 
pediency. It is only resorted to 
as an emergency measure. It is 
bv its very nature obnoxious. It 
means paying for permission to 
. carry on business. 

In this paiticular case here in 
this newly organized city, our peo¬ 
ple are dependent solely upon the 
factories for support.

A wave of protest is rolling over the 
United States afcainst tlie proposed 
moving-picture exhibition of tlie John¬ 
son-Jeffries prize-fight. 

The great majority of tlie cities 
heard from in all parts of tlie country 
will prohibit the exhibition as inju¬ 
rious to the morals of the young and 
as provocative of race war. 

This feeling is very strong in the 
Southern cities, where the negro popu¬ 
lation equals or exceeds the white 
population. It is equally as strong in 
cities in which there are few if any 
negroes. 

Some of the reasons given for pro¬ 
hibiting or permitting the exhibition 
are instructive and some are humor¬ 
ous. Emil Scidl, the Socialist Mayor 
of Milwaukee, has sent word to the 
picture operators not to enter into con¬ 
tracts to show the moving films, as he 
regards such an exhibition detrimental 
to public morals. Governor Marshall 
of Indiana said: "It there is any law 
to prevent this exhibition it will he 
enforced.” Mayor Shank of Indian¬ 
apolis said that he was anxious to see 
the pictures and expected to have a 
seat down in the iront row of the 
theater.
